PARLIAMENT: 


For the raiſing of all power, and force, as 
well Train2d Bands as others, in feve- 
rall Counties of this Kingdom. 


To leade againſt all Traiters and their Adherents, 
and them ro Arreſt, and Impriſon, and to fight with, 
Kill and Slay all ſuch as ſhall oppoſe any of His Maje- 
flies Lovirg Subjects. that ſhail be imployed in 
this ſervice by either or both Houles of 
PARLIAMENT. 


Hereas certain Information is gi- 
ven from ſeverall parts of the King- 
dom, That divers Troops of Horſe 
are imployed in ſundry Counties 
of the Kingdom, and that others 
have Commiſſion to raiſe borh Horſe and Foot, to 
compell His Majeſties SubjeQs ro ſubmit to the 
Liicgall Commiſhon of Array, out of a Trayrerous

intent to ſubvert the Like of the SubjeK, and 
the Law of the Kinydomz:nd tor the better ſtrength- 
ning themſelves in this wicked attempr, doe joyn 
with the Fopiſh and Jeſuiticall Fa&ion, to put the 
Kingdom into 2 combuſtion and Civill Wir, by 
leayying forces againft the Parliament : and by theſe 
Forces ro alter rhe Religion, and the ancient Govern- 
ment, and lawfull Liberry of the Kingdom 3 and to 
introduce Popery and Idolatry, together with an 
Arbitrary Form of Government: And in. purſuance 
thereof,have Traiterouſly and Rebelliouſly, leayyed 
War againſt che Kung,and by force,robb'd,ſpoyl'd,and 
ſlain divers of His Majeſties good SubyeR, travel- 
ling about their lawfull and neceſſary occafions, in 
the Kings ProteQion acrording to Law ; and name- 
ly, That for the'nd and purpoſe aforeſaid, The Earl 
of Neortharyptonthe Lord Dunſmore, Lord Willeugh- 
Ly of Eresly, Son to the E:rl of Lr-nſey, Henry He- 
{tings Eſquire :;and diycr: oth;er nnknown Perſons in | 
the Connties of Lincoln, Nottingham , Leiceſter, 
warwick, Oxford, and other places, the Mar- 
queſſe of Hertfors, the: Lord Paulet, Lord Seymer, 
Sir John Stawel\, Sir Raiph Hopton, Fuhe Digty Eſq. 
and other their Accomplice*, have gotten together 
orezt Forces in the County of Semmerſet. The 
Lords and Commons in Parliament, duely confide- 
ring the great dangers which may enſuc upon ſuch 
therrwicked and Trayterous defignes, and if by this 
means the Power of the Sword ſhould come into 
the Hands of Papiſts and their Adberenrs, nothing 
can be expetted but the miſerab'e ruine and dz(ola- 


tion 
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tionof the Kings the bloudy maſlicre of the 
Proteftarms : Tliey doe Declare and Ordain, That it 
i5,1ad ſh#il be lawfull, for all His Majcſtics loving 
SubjeR:, by force of Arms to refift the lazd ſeverall 
Parties, and their Accomplices, and all ocher that 
ſhall raiſe or conduc any orher Forces for th'ends 
aforeſaid, and that the Ear! of £//-x Lord Generall, 
with all his Forces raiſed by the auctority of Parlia- 
mett : as likewiſe the Lord Say, Lievzen2nt of Ox- 
ferdſhire, Earl of Peterborough, Lievtenant of Nor- 
thamtonſhire, Lord wharton, Liewtenant of Bu k- 
inghamſhire Earl of Stamferd Liewtenant of Lerce- 
ſterſhire , Earl of Pembrok Liewenant of Welt- 
ſhire and Hampſhire, Earl of Bedfird Lievtenant of 
S emmerſetſhire and D-tor, Lord Brook 'Lievienant 
of warwicklbire, the Lord Cramborne Lievtenant of 
Derſerſhire, tlize Lord Viloughty of Parham Lievte- 
nt of Z::colnſhire, and all thoſe who are, or ſhall 
be appointed by Ordinance of both Houſes, to per- 
form tie Place of Depury Lievtenancs, and thetr 
Depury Lievtenants reſpeRively, Denſil Hollis Eſ- 
vire, Lievtenant of the City and County of Bri- 
fot and the Majors and Sheriffes of the City, and 
Deputy Lievrenants there, and all other Lievrenanrs 
of Counries, Sheriffs, Majors, Deputy Lievrenants, 
ſhall raiſe all ther Power and Forces of their ſe- 
verall Countie:, as well Trained Bands as others, and 
ſhall have power to condu, and leade rhe (aid For- 
ce* of rhe ſaid Counnies againſt the ſaid Traytors 
and their Adberents, and with them to fight, kill 
and ſlay, all ſuch as by Force ſhall oppoſe them = 
the 
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the Perſons bf the ſaid Traytors, and their Adbe- 
rents, and Accomplices, to Arrcſt ana I:npriſon,and 
them to bring up to the Parliament, ro aniwcr this 
theer Traytcrow and Rebellious Atremprs accor- 
ding ro Law, and the ſame or any or'er Forces, to 
tranſport and condu& from ene County ro another, 
in ayd and zffirtance one of arot\ er, and of 211 orhers 
that ſhall joyn with the Lords and Cn:#':0:s in 
Parliament, tor the defence o' rhe Religion of Al- 
mighry God, and of the Libcrries and Pe-ce of tho 
Kingdom, and in purſuit of thoſe wicked 2nd Re- 
bellious Trayror:, their Confpirator, Ayders and 
Aberrors, and Adherents, requiring all Li-utenants 
of Counties, Sheriffs, Majors, Juſtices of Pe:ce, and 
other His Majeſties Officers and loving SubjeRt, 10 
be ayding and 2fſifting to ore another in the Execu- 
tion hercof, 2nd for their ſo doing, all the parties 
abore mentioned, and all others that ſhall joyn with 
them ſhall be juſtified, defended, and ſecured, by the 
Power and Authority of Parliament.

S much experience as we have had of 
the i:. yeterate rancour and high Inſo- 
lence of the malignant party againſt 
us, we never yet ſaw any expreſſion 
come from them, ſo evidently declaring it, as 
the Declaration entituled, A Declaration of the 
Lords and Commons Aſjembled in Parliament, 
. for the rayſing of all Power and Force, aſwell 
Trayned Bands, as others in ſewerall Counties of 
this Kingdom , to leade againſt all Traytors, and 
their AdLerents, 8&c. In which, That Faction hath 
a5 1t were diſtilled,and contracted all their fall- 
hood, Inſoulence, and Malice ; There being in it 
not one period which is not either ſlanderous or 
treaſonable;and nothing cap more grieve us, then 
that

that by their infinite LE & Subtilty(cmplayed 
by their perpetuall and indefatigable induſiry) 
and by that rabble of Browaiſts and other Sciail- 
matickes declaredly ready to appcare at their 
call,they ſhould have been able ſo to draw away 
ſome, and drive away others of our good Sub- 
Jas from our Parliament, as to prevaile with the 
Major Part remaining of both Houſcs (how 
much ſoever that Major part be the imallcr, in 
compariſon of the whole) to ſuffer that name . 
whoſe reverence by all means we defire to pre- 
ſerve) tobe ſo ſoyl'd, as tobe prefixed to a Pa- 
r of this unſufferable nature ; That tends not 
onely to the deſtruction of our Perſon, but to 
the diſſolution of this Government, and cf all 
Society ; If at leaſt this Declaration (which we 
rather ſee cauſe to hope it hath not) have ſo 
'much as been ſeen in the Houſes, and be nor the 
ſingle Work of the ſame Omnipotent Con; 
mittee,to which ts devolved the whole power of 
. the Parliament ; and which, as We underſtand, 
1s truſted (without acquainting the Houſes) to 
break up any Mans Houſe, and take away the 
Arms and Mony intended ro defend and feed 
him (if they ſhall ſee cauſe to ſuſped that he 


mcaht to aſſiſt Hrs Soveraign with them) and 
: may

may well be as fully and implicitely truſted to 
Declare, as to Act whatſocver they pleaſe. And 
though We doubt not,but to their utmoſt, they 
will continue that Injury to Us, and that viola- 
tion of the Subjzes Libertic, and of publique 
Ri1ghr,to vex and Impriion thoſe, who ſhall pub- 
liſh any of our Anſwers, to their Declarations, 
( and indeed whilſt they afftirme againſt all 
Truth, and command againſt all Law, it con- 
ccrms them to take care that nothing be heard, 
but what they ſhall ſay) yet Our comfort is, 

That Our Intentions,and the Duty of Our Sub- 

zeQts arc ſo well, and fo generally known to Oug 

Pcople,that We cannot Fear(from whomſoever 

it come, and though no Anſwer came our with 

it) that, cither what is there ſaid, ſhould be be- 
lieved, or what is there commanded, ſhould be 

obeyed. Who knows not, That Our Commiſſ5- 

ons for Horſe and Foot were not granted out, 

till nor only Our Prerogative, but Our Proprie- 

ty, Our Goods, Arms, Towns, Militia ; and nega- 

tive Voice were taken from Us ; and all the 
Kingdome commanded tobe in Arms, and Inyi- 
ted to bring in Horſe, Plate,and Mony, to frame 
an Army againſt Our Command and Proclama- 
tion, and till Horſe were raiſcd, and Muſired 
| B ACCOf» 
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accordingly ? And then, w:th no Intention (nor 
hath any Action in any of Our Miniſters, given 
the leaſt ſuſpition of {uch an Intention )by them 
to compel] Our Subjeqs, to ſubmit to Our 
Commiſſions of Array, or make uſe of them a- 
gainſt the Parliament, but to re-gain Hull, h-1d 
out in Rebellion againſt Us ; And to ſuppreſle 
all ſuch,as vvithout Our Authority, and againſt 
Our Commands, ſhould raiſe Forces in this Our 
Kingdom,and leavie War againſt Us, under pre- 
tence of any Oxrder,or Ordinance of one or both 
Houſes ; and fuch Trayterous Aſſemblies and 
Marches have been the onely lawfull and ne- 
ceflary occaſions of Our good Subjedts, which 
have been ſo much as interrupted by any Troops 
of Ours; And vvhat is affirm'd of the ſpoiling 
and killing them,as chey were fo Travelling un- 
der our Protection, and according to Law, is a 
moſt malicious Affirmation , a{welt vvithour 
Trath,as vvithout Inſtance, invented at once to 
make Our Troops terrible, and Us odions to 
Our People. What care have We taken, That 
(by this means) the power of the Sword ſhould 
not come into the Hands of Papiſts, vvho have 
-. 'by OurProclamarion firiftly charged, That no 
- Fapiſt ſhould preſume to lift himſelfe, cither as

Offcer or Souldier 1 R. his Our Army, having di- 
refted how he ſhould be diſcovered if he did 
preſume;and ſuffer, if he were difbevencd /What 
care have we calem: to avoyd combuliion and 
Civill War, offering, to lay down Our Arms, 
when they ſhall have laid down theirs(in whom 
it wa; Treaſon to take them up)and reſtored Us 
thoſe things which could. not without Treaſon, 
as well. as Injuſiice be forced away ; and kept 
from Us, Our Arms, Ships, Town,&c. And when 
We might meet both Our Houſes in a ſafe and 
ſccurc place, to debate freely of all the differen- 
ccs ina Parhamentary way And by whoſe in- 
fluences theſe Propoſitions were reje&ed, and 
whether the Propoſer or Rezecers were molt 
carctull ro avoid this ruine and defolation of the 
Kingdo m,\We lcave all the World to Judge;and 
wherti.cr they, who divert the Men and Mone 
collcc ded for the rcliefe of diſtrefied Ireland, to 
raiic lorces 2gainfi their Prince (vvho asks them 
nothing bur vvhat is Legall, nor vvill deny them 
any that is) doc not joyn vvith the Popiſh and 
Jetuitic ail tation in the bloudy Maſſacre of ma- 
ny rhouſand Proreſtants in that miſcrable King- 
dom. We propolc likewiſe to every Mans Judge- 
mcnt; wiether the Declaring thoſe to be Tray-

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tors, vyho execute Our Commiſſion of Array(if- 
ſued in ſo many Kings Reign, agreed upon by 
Parliament, and there yeelded to by the 
King, to be ſetled as now it 1s, as a mat- 
ter of great grace. And fince that time, which 
vvas in 5. Hen. 4. in no Parliament complained 
of ) whilſt Our good ſubjedts are vexed and Im- 

rſoned, not onely for reſiſting, but for humbly 
Petitioning {ſo as may ſeem but to inſinuate 
ſomething apainſt their moſt iHlegall commands 
concerning Yor MZzlitia (to vvhich power of com- 
manding,no Tytle can be made by any Statute, 
or any Precedent;, .nor can We ever find b 
ſearch, nor obtain to be told what theſe funda- 
mentall Laws are, by vyhich it is pretended ; fo 
deep thoſe foundations are laid, beyond all 
means of diſcovery.) And the Declaring, That 
thoſe vvho raiſe Men by vertue of Our Com- 
mand and Commiſſion (the onely Legall vvay) 
'Traiterouſly and Rebeclliouſly leavieWar againſt 
the King ; and ordaining it to be lawfull for all 
Our Subje&s by force of Arms to reſiſt them, 
and their accomplices; and'the raiſing forces by 
authoritic of Parliament (rhat is, by the remai- 
ning part of both Houſcs) never in the moſt 


outragious times before attempted; and com- 
manding

manding ſeverall Perſons whom they call Liey- 
tenants, to leade, and giving them power to 
tranſport from one County to another, the For. 
ces of {eyera]l of Our Countics againſt them, 
and to kill and ſlay all ſuch, as by torce thall op- 
poſe them, Our Selfe not excepted ; comman- 
ding all Our Officers and Subjeds to be affilting 
to them, and undertaking to ſecure them for {o 
doing, by the Power and Authority of Parlia- 
ment (vvhich is firſt to allow, and next to com- 
mand, and they to pardon Treaſon) be not to 
have already ſubyerted, as much as in them lics, 
the Liberty of the Subze&,the Law of the Land, 
and altered the Ancient Government of the 
Kingdom , leaving Our Subjeds yvithout at: 
Rule to vvalk by, vvhen the moſt clear Laws 
cannot dire and ſecure them ; and they lee all 
thoſe ancient bounds pafled over, which were c- 
ver as much known to be theDuty of bothHou- 
ſes to obſerve, as it vvas evide ntthat there were, 
and that it vyas neceflary that there ſhould be 
two Houſes of Parliament, and at once behold 
. the Law (vvhich is to Defend and Protect the 
Subje&) and Us (vvho are to Protect and De- 
fend the Law) need Defence and PratcCtion. 
We doubt not therefore, but all Our good Sub-

;efts will come in to Our Aſſiſtance, and that 
this wicked charge of intendirg to introduce 
Popery, Idolatry, and Arbitrary government 
laid by implication upon us, ( becaulc we de- 
fend our f{elves, and would recover our owa ) 
will be ſo tarre from being a motive avainit us, 
that this intolerable indigniric and damnable 
ſcandall ( fo daily and viſibly confutcd by all 
Our Profeſſions and Actions) will encreate Our 
good Subjects zeale towards Us, and rheir in- 
dignation againſt the Contrivers; And they 
will eſteem themſelves obliged by the Religion 
of Almighty God, to oppoſe this War fo impi- 
ouſly , A ceeaſonebly s end {0 groundleſly made 
upon Us their King ad his Anointed : We 
therefore require a]] Our Commiſſioners of Ar- 
ray, Sheriftes,and all Our other Officers and Mi- 
niſters to raiſe all the power and forces of their 
ſeveral] Connties to aſſ'ſt the Marqueſſe of 
Hertford,che Earle of Northampton,the Lord Wl- 
loughby of Eresby, the Lord Pawlet,the Lord Sey- 
mour, the Lord Dunſmore , Henry Haſtings Elq 
Sir Tobn, Stowell , S:r Kalph Hopton, John Dizhy 
Elſq; and all otherin the legal] andneceſſaric ex- 
ecuting of our Commiſſions of Array, and in the 


miſing and conducting of {uch Horſe and Foot as

ſhall be raiſed by Our Commiſſion, and by force 
of Arms to oppoſe the Earle of Eſſex, the Lord 
Say, and all other that ſhall raiſe or conduct any 


' forces railed by pretence of Authoritic of both 


Houſes, and the Perſons of all ſuch Traytors, 
and their Adherents, and Accomplices, to arreſt 
and 1impriſon ; To the end they may be brought 
toa faire and legall tryall, by their Peers, and 
according to the Law: And this we require 
from them , as they tender the Defence of Our 
Perſon, the trne Religion , the Law of the Land, 
the Libertie and propertie of the Subze&, and 
the rrue and juſt Priviledges of Parliament. And 
for ſo doing they ſhall be defended and ſecured 
by Us, and by the Law; with whom, and with 
which , we*doubt not, but Our SubjeCts will 
ſooner chooſe to live and die, then with the 
Earle of Eſſex and his Adherents. 
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
